The closest art appears to be Hazariwala et al (Can J Opthalmol 23(6):259-61 
(1 988)) and Fechner Am (Intraocular implant Soc J, Vol 1 1 :606-607 (1 985)), which 
teach hydroxypropyl methylcellulose and sodium hyaluronate, but do not teach the 
unexpected benefits resulting from filtering out particulates larger than 50 microns.
